Exposure and Possible Dissipation Re* 
suits in Two Deaths of Negroes 
Last Saturday Night 
or Sunday. 


On Sunday at 11:45 a. rn. Ju stice 
W . G. Mitchell was su m m o n ed by 
Sheriff It. M. Nail w ith the infor­ 
mation 
th a t a corpse had been 
found south of tow n, and an in ­ 
quest was wanted. 
In com pany with Constable B a­ 
ker, Mr. Mitchell proceeded to the 
point indicated, one an d a h alf 
miles south 
of Ilosprim , on the 
Bryan 
and 
Jones 
bridge 
road. 
There he found th e dead body of 
Dan Cooper, colored. H e instituted 
an inquiry as to the facta in the 
case, and ascertained th a t on S u n ­ 
day m o rn in g Mrs. J. W . Shelton 
saw a wagon and team of mules 
near her house, and at her instance 
a m an, whose nam e Mr. Mitchell 
did not, know, w ent to see about 
them . 
He then discovered 
the 
body of Dan Cooper, about ten 
feet from 
the 
road. 
There was 
evidence th a t Cooper had q u it his 
wagon and gone to a tree by the 
road around which he had w alked 
and tram ped, until he fell forward 
on the ground. 
'Inquiry in town 
has developed the fact th a t Cooper 
had been d rinking heavily S a tu r­ 
day, and he wa3 probably suffer­ 
ing from drunken stupor and cold. 
No whiskey or bottle was found 
on bis person. 
Cooper lived 
in 
Burleson county. 
H e is said to 
have been w hat is com m only called 
a “good old negro,” in d u strio u s, 
but perhaps too fond of d rin k . 
Another Grewsome Find. 
Mr. Mitchell, retu rn in g to town 
at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, was 
called to as be passed Mr. Eugene 
Suhnr’s 
residence 
and 
informed 
that 
the body of another negro 
ha I been found about 250 y ard s 
up the road, or between Mr. Su- 
ber’s hom e and town. T h e ofiicers, 
upon repairing to the place, found 
there the dead body of a negro, 
about 50 years old, well know n in 
the com m unity as Beverly Price. 
Mr. Mitchell held an inquiry, and 
rendered a verdict in this case as 
he did also in the case of Dan 
Cooper, th a t the deceased came to 
his death from exposure and the 
too free indulgence in whiskey. 
Price had been w orking for Mr.
